He is over here waiting to 
go up to the line for the firjjt 
time. I met McKellar after thjt 
big scrap at Ypres; he was look¬ 
ing fit and well. 

“The weather here is rottdto, 
up to your waist in mud in lots 
of places. Still, we are not down¬ 
hearted, and by all accounts the 
Huns are easily made to surrend¬ 
er in comp unson'to a year ago. No 
doubt they are all fed up with it, 
add the prisoners are feeling that 
they have a small chance of win¬ 
ning. Ou r artil lery is doing great 
work now. Of course we have 
all the ammunition we reqqire, 
such a contaast to Con¬ 
ditions two years ago. It cer¬ 
tainly fills one with confidence 
and I cannot feel any other way 
but that this spring will see the 
last blow we should deaf these 
inhuman beasts. Of course 1 
feel sorry for the prisoners them¬ 
selves as they an- only doing as 
we are, but their officers are 
simply pigs and never could be 
called, gentlemen. .

A Soldier WyitiNf-^rom the Front 
Describes Terrific Gun Fire 

A clear description of a "barrage" 
is given in a letter to a- friend from 
Pte. F. H. Malone, overseas with a 
field ambulance unit. Speaking of 
the “big push” lie says: 

“When I think over this period of 
service there arc several things 
which 6trike me as remarkable, only 
one or two of which it is permissible 
for^nie to mention. It was at that 
time that I became really convinced 
of our air .supremacy. ' I had the 
great pleasure o(^ /Seeing two of 
Fritz’s/ftlanes (the owy two that I 
saw overjOUr lines) brbUght down 
in flames. Our planes were con¬ 
stantly at work. They seemed to 
cross and recross the line with the 
greatest unconcern, though invar¬ 
iably shelled, and sometimes enter¬ 
tained us with a fireworks exhibition 
at the* expense of Fritz’s kite bal¬ 
loons. 

“Speaking of fireworks, a really 
awesome sight is the spectacle of a 
‘barrage.’ Imagine a strip of land 
scape say two or three miles long,* 
yhich is about as much as is visible 
to the ordinary spectator at ordinary 
times, covered to the width of 100 
yards and the depth of fifty feet, 
with flashes of flame and puffs of 
>smoke caused by bursting shrapnel. 
Mix this with the clouds of dust and 
heavy black smoke of high explo¬ 
sives hitting the earth in the same 
region, until the thin straggling 
lines of troops advancing into ana 
through it, is swallowed up in the 
murky artificial haze.

PICTURE HALLS AND FIRE 

The council are $till busy on their schemes 
for the lessening of the fire peril in our midst, 
their latest discussion was in regard to the safe- 
*. ty of the two entertainment halls, the Shimp 
hall and the Opera house. In the case of the 
former a four feet exit door has to be placed in 
the side and no picture shows are to be given 
there. In the case of the Opera house the coun¬ 
cil are ordering that a four feet door be made to 
open on the east side, that is, the Atlantic Ave 
side. In the case of both hails exit doors are to 
be unlocked during a public entertainment. 

There is nothing warranting criticism as re¬ 
gards the demands on the Shimp hall. At pre¬ 
sent the only possible exits, two ordinary doors, 
one at either end of the hall, are decidely inade¬ 
quate and as there is no provision within th^hall 
for the isolation of a moving picture apparatus 
the reason for the ban on that class of entertain¬ 
ment is obvious. 

But in the matter of the other hall it would 
appear that the zeal is given rather too much 
rein. At present there are four doors; two at 
the front, in the centre and two at the back, on 
each side of the hall. - These doors, if attended 
to as exits, would afford sufficient exit, and ob¬ 
viate the necessity of a fifth door. What should 
be done is to make the two front doors into one 
large one. The two doors at the back of the hall 
require only the steps therefrom being thorough¬ 
ly protected by means of a hand rail, as the steps 
are at present they are a danger. The proposed 
door opening on to Atlantic Avenue appears to 
be well nigh impossible, for the reason that the 
building stands on a foundation. A flight of 
^ steps would be necessary and they would block 
the sidewalk. If a wider door in the hall is nec¬ 
essary let it open from the other side. But with 
the simple alterations suggested it is possible 
that the proposed exit could be dispersed with.

production of food stuffs. 

Not only is the appeal to be addressed to 
farmers but also to those who have any land 
whatever that can be utilized for the raising of 
vegetables. The appeal to the^ individual to 
grow for himself what he requires in this way 
will make a great djfference to our national sup¬ 
ply if acted upon, as it will release for export a 
quantity of foodstuffs which are vital to the Em¬ 
pire in those parts where the business of war 
has curtailed production to a minimum. 

Take, for instance such a town as our own. 
The man who has his little garden taking up 
perhaps three parts,, or the whole of, a lot can 
manage to raise greens sufficient for the sum¬ 
mer and potatoes to carry him and his family 
over the winter. The saving of money incurred 
thereby is not only unto himself although he may 
think it is; it is r so much more in the^ national 
pocket. By growing his own potatoes" he liber¬ 
ates for the use of another what he usually re¬ 
quires from the market, and thus that food be¬ 
comes available for export. So .we see that by 
a concerted effort of individual product garden¬ 
ing over the country the stuff that was at one 
time raised for sale for home consumption be¬ 
comes available for export to other countries.

Deer in Scotland too Plentiful 

Scotland is suffering from a deer 
pest. Hundreds of herds of deer are 
descending on farms and devouring 
the crops. Farmers and land agents 
reported these conditions at a recent 
meeting of the Scottish Chamber of 
Agriculture of Glasgow, and de¬ 
manded amendments to the game 
laws so that more deer could be-shot 
and the food supplies increased; 

It seems that 9,000,000 of Scot¬ 
land’s 19,000,000 acres are officially 
described as “mountain and heath 
grazing land.” Of this more than 
two million acres are deer forest 
proper, and on much of the * rest 
deer compete with sheep and cattle 
for the pasture. A good landlord en¬ 
closes his preserves with a deer 
fence and keeps it in repair. But it 
was said at'the Chamber meeting 
that there are many bad landlords.

Board of Health’s fresh air 
campaign did not succeed, last "week 
there were 471 deaths from influenza 
and pneumonia many wholly unnec¬ 
essary. When the weather is frtosty 
windows are closed from a mistaken 
idea that the cold is directly respon¬ 
sible for these diseases Such is not 
the case. Bad air, not cold air, favors 
the development of pneumonia and in¬ 
fluenza germs. Keep your windows 
open day and night, no matter how 
cold the weather may be.

Growth in One Year Exceeds Eigh¬ 
teen Million Dollars—Bank As¬ 
sists Financing of Imperial 
‘ Munition Business 

The fifty-second annual statement 
of the Union Bank of Canada, cover¬ 
ing the year ending November 30, 
1916, shows a remarkable growth and 
strengthening of the Bapk~s position, 
and at the same time indicates large 
cash resources both in private and 
business accounts throughout the Do¬ 
minion. 

The Union Bank, with headquart¬ 
ers in Winnipeg and 200 Branches in 
the West, as well as a splendid old- 
established system of Branches in the 
East, is in close touch with every 
part of Canada, and its surprising 
growth for the year reflects the fi¬ 
nancial recqyery of both East and 
West, and the increasing savings of 
the people. 

Interest-bearing deposits amount 
now to $60,144,940 against $50,685,304 
a year ago, while deposits not bear¬ 
ing interest have reached $29,122,848 
compared with $21,999,832 shown in 
the previous year’s statement. The 
assets, which a year ago were $90,- 
663,063, showed an increase of eigh¬ 
teen and a half millions, bringing 
them up to $109,040,228. This 20 per 
cent advance is the more remarkable 
as it follows an increase of over nine 
millions, or 11 per cent in 1915, mak¬ 
ing an increase for the two years of 
$27,500,000 or 33 per cent. From 
these figures it is clear that Canadians 
are saving as well as making money 
and that the Union Bank of Canada 
enjoys a large measure of their con¬ 
fidence. 

Similar strengthening of the finan¬ 
cial position of businesses generally, 
through the liquidation of bank in¬ 
debtedness from cash profits has pre¬ 
vented much expansion of current 
loans and discounts in Canada, which 
stand practically the same as in the 
previous year The new funds at the 
disposal of the Bank are invested 
chiefly in liquid assets and cashf of 
which the Bapk holds $56,587,852, 
compared with $39,138,385 at the end 
of 1915. This increase of seventeen 
and a half millions follows an in¬ 
crease of nearly thirteen million dol¬ 
lars during the previous year, and 
constitutes an extremely strong re¬ 
serve, readily convertible into cash. 

It is interesting to note that of this 
reserve $16,546,248 is invested in Do¬ 
minion and Provincial Government 
Securities, Canadian Municipal Secur¬ 
ities and British, Foreign and Col¬ 
onial Public Securities other than 
Canadian, whereas a year ago the 
amount similarly invested was but lit¬ 
tle over one million dollars. By far 
the greater proportion of this sixteen 
million item consists"of securities ot 
the Imperial Government issued for 
the financing of munition business in 
Canada 

The not e issue of the Bank has in¬ 
creased over a million dollars, to 
$8,815,117, with a corresponding in¬ 
crease in the War Tax on Bank Note 
circulation to $50,000. 

Profits for the year were about the 
same as last year, amounting to $651,. 
183. After deducting the War Tax, 
$150,000 transferred to Contingent 
Account, $10,000 appropriated for the 
Pension Fund, $5,000 donated to the 
British Sailors’ Relief Fund, arid $450- 
000 for the usual 8 per cent dividend 
and 1 per cent bonus, the sum of $93- 
160 was carried forward to the credit 
df Profit and Loss Account. It is 
worthy of note that the Bank has 
maintained its dividend and bonus and 
met all charges for depreciation, and 
contingencies throughout the war out 
of its annual profits and has now a 
larger profit balance than at the end 
■ i iVl3. The immense increase in the 
scope of its business during these 
years, and the great strengthening of 
its position, holds out the prospect 
of greatly increased earnings upon the 
return of normal conditions.

WOOD, COAL and FLOUR 


COAL SHORTAGE 


This winter we have had a.coal 
“famine” and that suffering has 
accompanied the shortage of this 
necessity is undeniable. The av¬ 
erage qtizen has a notoriously 
short memory, but now is the 
time to impress upon him that,in 
many cases, the suffering was 
due to lack of foresight. In Can¬ 
ada many people buy in small 
quantities—often only one ton. 
If, for any cause, there is a short¬ 
age of coal, improvident house¬ 
holders demand that the coal 
dealers do the impossible, namely 
that they supply fuel that is un¬ 
obtainable. Whereas, had they 
purchased their coal in the sum¬ 
mer or autumn, there would be 
ample supplies available. 

While some large consumers, 
such as manufacturers, cannot 
store a six month’s supply, most 
householders can, with their pre¬ 
sent bins or with enlarged bins, 
store coal to meet their require¬ 
ments till March or April. 

In repent years, we have had 
two coal “famines”, firstinl90l- 
02, the year of the coal miners’ 
strike, and, second this year, 
when the severity of the weather 
and the extraordinary prosperity 
in the United States ca&sed an 
unprecedent congestion of freight 
A survey of conditions in the 
United States demonstrates that 
in the future there will be more 
coal “famines” than in the past 
and that they will occur at short¬ 
er intervals. For this thare is 
only one remedy: 

Buy your coal in the summer. 
If you have not sufficient ^forage, 
enlarge your coal bin. 


.The householder who buys a 
poorly nourished and carelessly 
markete d c hicken or fowl secures 
a very inferior article of food, 
whereas the purchaser of a well 
finished and properly prepared, 
crate fed bird, obtains a luxury. 
There is a corresponding differ¬ 
ence between grades of eggs that 
are offered at many stores. To 
enlighten poultry keepers in the 
method of preparing-boRk4joultry 
and eggs for thy market's*^ 
placing thereon, the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture has 
issued an excellent.bulletin. It 
is written by Mr. F. C. Elford 
Dominion Poultry Husbandman 
and issued as Bulletin No. -88 of 
the experimental Farms. It treats 
the subject in paragraphs bear¬ 
ing the following heads:— 

Preparing Poultry Produce for 
Market, System of marketing, 
Packages, Marketing, crate feed-| 
ing, Killing, Plucking, Cooling 
and Packing.

Irrigation in Alberta 


The Value of Irrigation Has Been 
Fully Demonstrated 

The following article appeared re¬ 
cently in the Agricultural Gazette of. 
Canada: 

While the history of the northern- 
part of the province of Alberta is 
still to be written, and, while the 
character of the agricultural develop¬ 
ment of Jhe central part of the- pro¬ 
vince is more or less definite .xnd fix¬ 
ed in character and has been the 
same from -the' beginning, Southern 
Alberta, on the other hand, has pas¬ 
sed through a number of interesting 
and varied phases of development in 
a Short period of time. The simple 
type of pastoral industry, represented 
in cattle, horses and sheep ranching, 
and which lasted up till 1900, was 
rather suddenly and drastically 
changed through the introduction of 
irrigation enterprises, rather than 
through the gradual substitution of 
farm ^enclosures for the open range. 
It is not uncommon to read that 
Southern Alberta is too dry to raise 
crops without -irrigation. This is a 
matter of superficial. inference 
prompted by the fact of irrigation 
having been established in Southern 
Alberta. 

Southern Alberta now has three 
large irrigation enterprises. The first 
of these was established ;.bout trio, 
year 1900, with headquarters at 
Lethbridge. It receives its water 
supply front the St. Mary’s river 
and the scheme takes account of the 
effective watering of about one-half 
million acres of land. This enter¬ 
prise has been acquired by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway. The Canadian. 
Pacific Railway Company establish¬ 
ed a still larger enterprise egst of 
Calgary, with water service supplied' 
from the Bow river, which undertook 
to water one million out of the three 
millions of the total property in 
land held in this area by the com¬ 
pany. The third enterprise was that 
of the Southern Alberta Land Com¬ 
pany, with headquarters at Medicine 
Hat. It likewise draws its supplies 
from the Bow river. It controls a 
total of one and three-quirter mil¬ 
lion acres of irrigable land in these 
three enterprises alone, and there arc 
a number of'smalt ones besides. 

Irrigation commonly means crop 
insurance, heavier crops, a greater di¬ 
versity of crops, particularly in for¬ 
age, .roots, etc., and it makes live¬ 
stock breeding and the establishment 
of commercial feeding enterprises 
certain and profitable, The value of 
irrigation in the production of crops 
has been fully demonstrated in 
Southern Alberta in relation to grain 
fodders, especially alfalfa* roots, po¬ 
tatoes. etc.

Returned soldiers are to 
given an advantage of one day 
in connection with the making 
an applications for homesteads 
which have been reported for 
homestead entry. An order-in¬ 
council just passed says “that 
from and after a date to be fixed 
by the minister of the interior, 
wherever any parcel or parcels 
of Dominion lands become avail¬ 
able for entry after having been 
advertised or posted according to 
the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act, as amemded, a period 
of one office day shall be allowed, 
immediately following theexpiry 
of the term of advertising or 
posting, during the office hours 
of which day the right of making 
entry for such^ parcel or parcels 
of Dominion lands shall be re¬ 
stricted to returned soldiers who 
have served overseas during the 
present war with the military or 
najpd forces of Great Britain or 
with any of the allies of Great 
Britain, who-have been honorab¬ 
ly discharged therefrom and who 
are present in person at; the office 
of the local agent for the district 
for the purpose of making entry. 

“An application for entry by 
any of these soldiers shall be 
made, received and dealt with 
in all respects except as herein 
provided, under the provisions of 
the said act, as amended, and re¬ 
gulations then 7 in force. Each 
of such returned soldiers apply¬ 
ing for entry on the day above 
mentioned shall submit for the 
inspection of the agent of Dom¬ 
inion lands for the district in 
which the land so applied for is 
situated, his certificate of honor¬ 
able discharge from military ser¬ 
vice of the nature before referred 
to; failing which his application 
for entry shall not be accepted 
on that day. 

“In the case of more than one 
returned soldier being present at 
the opening of the land office on 
the day above referred to, pripr- 
ity as between the respective 
applicants shall be decided under 
the then existing regulations in 
that behalf.
